Claims 67, 68 and 83-95 have been cancelled by this Examiner's amendment. 
Claims 49-66 and 69 have been allowed by this Examiner's amendment as 
follows: 

Claim 65 has been amended to recite the following: 

65. The composition according to claim 63, further comprising an agent 
selected from the group consisting of listeriolysin, a surface disinfectant, an antibiotic, a 
surfactant, an enzyme, and a phage that lyses contaminating bacteria other than 
Listeria monocytogenes. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments and evidentiary support regarding the novelty of phage 
P100 and the differences between phage P100 and phage A51 1 (see response, pages 
10-11, and page 13, 3 rd paragraph; and applicant's affidavit submitted under 1.132, 
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page 2, in particular) is found to be persuasive. The composition comprising phage 
P100 and the method of its use as currently claimed in the instant claims 49-66 and 69 
are found to be free of the cited prior art, and are deemed unobvious.
